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that  will  not  wink  at  an  offence,  incapable  of 
being  biassed  by  oormpt  motives  or  mistaken 
leniency;  and  punishments  not  so  severe 
that  jnries  shall  refuse  to  find  verdicts, 
and  judges  to  pronounce  sentence,  but  that 
shall  be  felt  by  all  to  be  strictly  just ;  and 
then  let  them  be  infiezibly  executed.  Thus 
surrounded  by  the  watchM  eyes  of  the  law, 
the  criminal  will  feel  that  there  is  no  chance 
of  escape,  and  this  dread  certainty  will  be 
^more  powerful  to  deter  from  crime,  than  all 
the  tortures  of  the  Inquisition. 


ness  men.  They  also  make  another  import- 
tant  suggestion  —  that  the  chief  officer  to 
be  intrusted  with  the  duties  of  oonductiug 
the  census,  should  be  one  who  is  well  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  application  of  its  returns 
to  science.

Mr.  Harper  was  brought 
up  in  the  Methodist  Church,  to  which  he 
eariiy  became  attached,  with  all  his  brothers, 
and  of  which  he  remained  a  consistent  mem¬ 
ber  to  the  close  of  life.

4  Brothers.  On  Thursday  last  Mr.  James 
Harper  left  his  house  on  Qramercy  Park, 
accompanied  by  his  daughter,  for  his  usual 
afternoon  ride  in  the  Central  Park.  Passing 
up  Fifth  avenue,  near  Forty -fifth  street  the 
horses  took  fright,  and  as  the  pole  broke  be¬ 
came  unmanageable,  and  when  opposite  Fifty- 
first  street  both  were  thrown  from  the  car¬ 
riage  with  such  violence  that  they  were  pick¬ 
ed  up  insensible.  It  being  near  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,  they  were  immediately  conveyed 
there,  where  they  received  instant  medical 
treatment  The  Slighter,  being  only  severe¬ 
ly  bruised,  was  able  to  be  removed  home, 
but  the  father’s  injuries  were  more  serious. 
We  saw  bim  an  hour  after,  lying  on  his  bed 
unconscious,  and  again  on  Friday  morning, 
when  he  was  in  the  same  state,  but  the  phy¬ 
sicians  liad  found  no  internal  injury,  and 
hoped  that  he  would  gradually  recover  from 
the  shock  to  his  frame.  But  it  proved  too 
great  for  the  strength  of  an  old  man  ;  and 
he  lingered  only  till  the  afternoon  of  Satur¬ 
day,  when,  just  as  the  sun  was  setting,  he 
sank  to  rest. 

Thus  suddenly  has  passed  away  one  of  our 
oldest  and  most  resi>ected  citizens.  Prob¬ 
ably  not  a  man  in  all  New  York,  not  even 
Peter  Cooper,  or  Horace  Greeley,  was  better 
known  by  sight  than  James  Harper.  He 
had  lived  here  nearly  sixty  years.  He  was 
at  the  head  of  one  of  the  largest  pnbEshing 
houses  in  this  country,  or  indeed  in  the 
world ;  he  was  connected  with  many  public 
movements,  often  presiding  at  public  meet- 
iugs,  and  in  eveiy'  way  his  name  and  his  ap¬ 
pearance  were  made  familiar  to  the  people 
of  this  city. 

The  history  of  Mr.  Hari)er,  and  of  his 
house,  is  a  remarkable  one,  and  deserves  rec¬ 
ord  as  a  signal  instance  of  success  won  by 
honest  industry,  sagacity,  and  perseverance. 
He  was  bom  at  Newtowu,  Long  Island,  in 
1795,  the  son  of  a  respectable  farmer.  He 
remained  at  home  until  his  sixteenth  year, 
when  he  was  sent  to  this  city  and  apprentic¬ 
ed  to  a  printer.  Though  a  mere  boy,  he 
sliowed  such  quickness  and  intelligence  that 
he  soon  became  an  excellent  compositor. 
Here  he  was  joined  by  his  brother  John, 
who  was  two  years  younger.  The  two  bro¬ 
thers,  thus  starting  together  in  life,  were 
never  8^>arated  from  that  time  until,  less 
than  one  week  ago,  they  were  separated  by 
death.  This  union  in  businesa,  which  was 
soon  to  include  two  other  brothers,  is  one  of 
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JUSTICE,  BUT  NOT  CEUELTY. 

Our  city  has  been  much  excited  of  late  by 
an  unusual  prevalence  of  crime.  Frequent 
cases  of  robbery,  the  murfffir  of  Mr.  Bogers — 
a  quiet  and  peaceable  old  man — in  front  of 
his  own  door,  and  other  acts  of  violence  have 
created  a  general  feeling  of  insecurity  and 
alarm.  This  has  been  increased  by  the  im¬ 
munity  often  given  to  the  perpetrators  of 
these  offences.  Many  of  the  desperadoes, 
who  infest  om'  city,  are  in  some  way  leagued 
with  politicians;  they  are  useful  tools  at 
primoiy  meetings,  and  hence  judges,  who 
are  themselves  elected  by  the  mob,  do  not 
dare  to  offend  this  despeivite  class  by  the  se¬ 
verity  of  their  punishments.  But  this  sel¬ 
fish  cowardice  has  at  last  been  abashed  be¬ 
fore  the  gathering  indignation ;  and  even 
these  time-eerving  judges  have  felt  constrain¬ 
ed  to  make  an  example.  Since  the  murder 
of  Mr.  Bogers  there  have  been  a  nxunber  of 
trials  and  speedy  convictions,  foUo  wed  by 
prompt  sentences,  in  which  the  criminals  re¬ 
ceived  the  full  extent  of  the  law.  One  ruf¬ 
fian,  who  was  actually  employed  in  the  Sher-  j 
iff’s  office,  was  comicted  of  murdering  a  po¬ 
liceman,  and  is  now  under  sentence  of  death, 
and  is  to  be  executed  to-morrow !  This 
prompt  punishment  we  hope  will  have  the 
eff'ect  to  check  this  explosion  of  crime,  and 
to  give  us  a  more  quiet  and  orderly  oonunu- 
nity. 

But  while  it  is  important  that  crime  be 
punished — ^promptly  and  rigidly;  that  there 
should  be  no  escape  for  the  criminal ;  yet  ex¬ 
treme  punishments,  such  as  savor  of  cruelty 
and  torture,  are  never  wise  ;  for,  as  they  are 
apt  to  be  inflicted  in  a  frenzy  of  ferocity, 
they  are  sure  to  be  followed  by  a  reaction  in 
the  public  mind.  People  will  b^;in  to  pity 
“the  poor  criminal,”  and  jnries  will  not

lisancM  of  the  American  Board. 

Compldnt  has  often  been  made  that  there 
is  uniformly  a  loud  cry  for  funds  by  the 
American  Board  towards  the  end  of  its  fiscal 
year.  None  regret  the  necessity  of  this 
more  than  its  officers.  But  what  can  they 
do  ?  They  are  simply  seiwants  of  the  Board, 
and  obey  its  instructions.  They  do  not  fail 
in  announcing  the  fact  of  appropriations 
made  in  accordance  with  the  direction  or 
approval  of  the  Board  and  at  the  call  of  the 
public  sentiment  of  its  constituency ;  and 
they  are  careful  frequently  to  caU  attention 
to  the  state  of  the  treasury  and  the  wants  of 
the  missions. 

The  result  is  that  before  the  year  closes 
the  needed  income  is  generally  obtained. 
This  shows  that  there  is  no  lack  of  ability, 
and  no  alarming  deficiency  of  interest  in  the 
cause  of  missions,  and  that  it  is  not  a  want 
of  confidence  in  the  administration  of  the 
Board,  which  occasions  this  periodical  defi¬ 
cit  of  funds  when  they  are  needed.  It  is 
simply  the  absence  of  a  system  in  the 
churches  which  contribute,  adapted  to  the 
necessities  af  the  case,  and  a  chronic  habit 
of  postponing  contributions,  or  failing  to 
pay  collections  when  they  are  made,  or  not 
giving  at  first  on  the  scale  which  it  might 
previously  be  known  would  be  required. 

The  servants  of  the  Church  on  whom  rests 
tlie  responsibility  of  sounding  the  alarm 
when  danger  threatens,  urge  earlier,  more 
regular  in  time,  and  larger  contributions. 
They  withhold  no  information  needed  in  or¬ 
der  to  a  correct  understanding  of  the  whole 
case  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  in 
an  its  course.  Clearly  no  blame  can  attach 
to  them  in  this  matter.

distinguished  Gterman  theologian.  The  ar¬ 
ticle  traces  somewhat  in  detail  the  influence 
of  that  great  scholar  and  preacher  both  upon 
Germany,  and  upon  the  religious  faith  of 
England  and  America.

This  is  certainly  a  very  high  compliment 
to  one  whose  Christian  worth  and  scholar¬ 
ship  are  recognized  beyond  the  bounds  of 
his  own  denomination,  and  who,  worn  down 
by  tasks  too  great  for  any  man,  is  now  seek¬ 
ing  rest  and  health  in  foreign  lands.  But 
we  cannot  credit  to  Schleiermacher  any  con¬ 
siderable  influence  in  promoting  the  move¬ 
ment  which  is  tending  to  reunite  the  two 
branches  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  this 
country.  It  is  true,  indeed,  that  the  present 
is  very  largely  shaped  by  the  post.  The  buds 
of  to-di^  are  the  blossoms  of  to-morrow,  and 
the  branches  which  shoot  out  from  au  old 
trunk  have  been  growing  for  years.  So  the 
combined  influenees  of  all  good  men 
through  centuries  past,  are  living  and  work¬ 
ing  still,  in  every  movement  which  leads  on 
to  the  great  consummation  of  a  regenerated 
world.  But  back  of  aU  these  infiuenoes  we 
seoogniae  the  Fountain  from  which  they 
spring.  We  can  honor  the  Christiau  schol¬ 
ars  and  reformers  of  each  age  as  is  their  due, 
but  when  it  comes  to  the  original  Source 
of  all  their  virtue,  we  must  say,  “A  greater 
thaa  Sehleiermaoher  is  here.  ”

GUNBOATS  AND  MISSIONABIES. 


The  recent  outrages  upon  English  mission¬ 
aries  at  Yang-Chow,  China,  for  whose  pro¬ 
tection  and  the  redress  of  their  injuries 
tiie  British  Navy  was  called  into  requisition, 
have  been  the  subject  of  an  earnest  discus¬ 
sion  in  the  House  of  Lords.  There  were  not 
wanting  those  who  regarded  the  missionaries 
as  very  troublesome  subjects,  to  be  restrain¬ 
ed  within  very  narrow  limits  in  their  inter- 
'oourse  with  the  natives,  and  not  to  be  jier- 
mitted  to  propagate  religion  in  a  way  that 
might  excite  the  jealousy  or  hostility  of  the 
people,  lest  conflicts  might  arise  between  the 
governments  which  would  be  detiimental  to 
trade.  If  they  would  not  consent  to  be  gov¬ 
erned  by  these  prudential  considerations, 
then  they  should  be  banished  from  the  coun¬ 
try.  In  the  same  connection  the  oft  explod¬ 
ed  idea  was  urged  that  the  proper  way  to 
propagate  Christianity  was  to  have  it  follow 
in  the  wake  of  civilization  ;  just  as  if  those 
cities  in  China  where  British  commerce  has 
been  longest  established,  and  the  influence 
of  the  English  has  been  greatest,  are  not  the 
most  immoral  cities  of  the  Empire ! 

But  such  sentiments  as  these  were  not  al¬ 
lowed  to  pass  unrebuked.  The  assailant  of 
the  missionaries  was  told  that  F.naliah  .— fcy 
jects  were  as  much  entitled  to  their  treaty 
rights  if  they  8<ffd  BiUes,  as  if  they  sold  cot¬ 
ton  ;  and  that  those  who  had  abandoned  all 
the  advantages  and  delights  of  civilized  so. 
ciety,  and  had  penetrated  to  the  remote 
parts  of  tiie  earth  to  carry  the  blessings  of  | 
[  salvation  to  their  ignorant  and  debased  fel¬ 
low  creatures,  were  not  persons  likely  to 
oausc  offence,  or  find  ideasore  in  seeing  na¬ 
tions  engage  in  war.  Their  motives  and 
their  acts  were,  moreover,  entitled  to  a  gen¬ 
erous  judgment,  and  if  the  introduction  of 
the  new  religion  into  China  was  opposed  by 
the  heathen  priests,  and  in  this  way  trouble 
occasionally  arose,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  it  was  by  the  same  methods  that  Chria- 
tianity  ha*!  been  introduced  into  those  lands 
which  now  most  enjoy  the  blessings  of  relig¬ 
ion  and  civil  government.  Instead  of  wait- 


that  each  one  lessens  what  remains, 
expericnrdd  three  in  three  successive  weeks.

During  that  period 
of  silence  I  turned  my  face  to  the  w^  like 
Hezekiah  of  old,  and  prayed  most  ea£nes%, 
not  for  my  own  sake,  or  that  of  my  weefong 
bride,  whose  sleepless  watchfulness  guarded 
my  couch,  but  for  poor  Africa’s  sake,  to  he 
raised  up  and  permitted  to  return  to  her 
dark  shores,  to  tell  the  story  of  the  Cross  to 
her  benighted  wanderers.  I  did  not  presume 
to  ask  for  fifteen  years,  and  yet  God  has  al¬ 
ready  granted  me  more,  with  a  prospect  of 
still  longer  continuance.  So  it  often  is.  Goyi 
is  better  to  us  than  our  fears,  and  Hia  grace 
exceeds  our  faith.  Do  not  marvel  if  1  loye 
Africa,  for  it  would  be  faithless  ingratitude 
if  I  should  shrink  from -labor  and  suffering, 
and  leave  he^  to  her  fate.  This  monur^  the 
Ediih  Rose  spread  her  wings  to  the  breeze^ 
with  her  beautiful  stars  and  stripes  flying — 
true  emblem  of  liberty — and  left  our  river 
homeward  boimd.  As  we  watched  her  depw- 
ture  and  thought  she  plight  in  a  few  weeks 
convey  us  to  a  healthful  clime,  cool  breezes, 
and  to  welcome  homes  and  warm  hearts,  it 
caused  a  pang  of  regret  that  we  were  not 
upon  her  deck.

At  the  keeper’s  will,  any  of  the  punish¬ 
ments  wplied  in  the  prison  can  be  ordered. 
The  mildest  of  these  is  the  “  cap,”  which  is 
a  cage  of  iron  bars  enclosing  the  victim’s 
head,  and  locked  about  the  neck.  It  is  very 
nnoomfortable,  especially  at  night,  but  is  not 
a  positive  torture.  Next  is  the  b^  and 
chain,  which  does  not  require  description. 
Theu  comes  the  dark  cell,  with  an  allowance 
of  a  four-inch  cube  of  bread  and  plenty  of 
water  a  day.  This  is  bad  enough  for  sCme 
men,  and  almost  drives  them  crazy :  but  I 
remember  one  Jones,  who  ondured  it  in  Au¬ 
burn  sixty-three  days.  Convicts,  however, 
usually  succumb  in  leas  than  ten  days.  It 
must  be  incidentally  remarked  that  tdl  pun- 
idiment  is  to  make  the  convict  surrender, 
and  promise  to  do  better.  After  in 
severity  is  the  “ycdie,”  an  atrocious  instru¬ 
ment  of  torture.  It  consists  of  a  flat  iron 
bar,  about  six  feet  feet  long,  and  weighing 
forty  or  more  poun^.  This  w  placed  behind 
the  refractory  convict,  and  his  wrists  are  se¬ 
cured  in  staples  at  each  end.  Then  he  is 
raised  by  a  rope  fastened  to  the  bar,  and 

Eassed  around  his  neck  and  shoulders,  until 
e  stands  on  tiptoe.  This  agony  is  horrible, 
and  no  man  was  ever  known  to  endure  it 
more  than  an  hour.  Many  have  fainted,  as 
indeed  all  will  if  the  torture  is  extended  long 
enough.  I  have  seen  strong  men  so  broken  \ 
and  overcome  in  a  few  minutes  that  they 
begged  and  promised  everything  to  esoape 
this  terrible  torture.  The  worst  feature  of 
the  “yoke,”  however,  is  not  the  suffering  it 
occasions.  It  ruins  a  man,  crashes  inTiis 
chest,  and  has  killed  many  a  poor  convict. 
I^tty,  there  is  the  shower  bath,  which  is 
simply  slow  drowning.  The  convict  is  put 
into  a  box  and  tied  so  that  all  movement,  ex¬ 
cept  in  the  very  slightest  degree,  is  impos¬ 
sible  ;  then  water  is  poured  upon  the  top  of 
his  head  until  he  is  sufficiently  suffocated  to 
satoffy  the  revenge  of  the  keeper.  It  is 
curious,  though,  that  some  persons  can 
endure  the  shower  bath  as  long  as  they 
choose,  but  such  are  rare.  Its  use  was  dis¬ 
continued  in  Auburn  about  eight  years  ago, 
on  acootmt  of  the  death  of  a  negro  who  was 
undergoing  punishment  by  it,  and  now  pro¬ 
bably  it  will  be  stopped  in  Sing  Sing,  since 
the  death  of  Mortal  Dean,  a  convict  who 
was  showered  by  a  keejier  named  Bucking¬ 
ham.  These  are  the  punishmonts  for  bad' 
behavior  in  Sing  Sing. 

This  is  not  justice,  but  cruelty.  These 
punishments  are  not  prescribed  by  law,  but 
iiiflicted  at  the  mere  caprice,  sometimes  to 
gratify  the  savage  hatred,  of  the  keejiers. 
They  serve  no  ends  of  justice,  but  only  to 
make  the  infliotors  more  brutal,  and  the 
criminals  themselves  more  hardened  and  des¬ 
perate.  Nor  do  they  tend  to  prevent  crime. 
It  is  an  old  axiom  of  wisdom,  that  “  men  are 
deterred  from  crime  more  by  the  certainty 
of  punishment  than  by  the  severity  of  it” 
If  every  man,  who  is  tempted  to  break  into 
houses,  were  absoiutely  certain  that  for  every 
such  aot  he  would  have  to  pass  six  months 
in  prison,  this  ** manly  art”  of  bnr^dery 
would  soon  be  gone.  The  “  dead  cortainty  ” 
of  even  a  brief  punishment  would  be  more 
potent  than  the  possibility  of  being  imprison¬ 
ed  for  life.  For  when  there  is  a  chance  of 
impunity,  men  always  flatter  themselves 
that  they  will  esciqie.  What  is  wanted,  there¬ 
fore,  to  oheok  the  increase  of  crime,  is  first 
of  all,  •  vigilant  police,  to  make  on  instant 
arrest  of  an  offender,  and  neoct,  just  judges 


wiuftm  for  themselves.  This  little  sum  was 
the  foundation  of  their  fortune.  With  this 
they  opened  a  printing  establishment  in  New 
York.  The  enterprise  was  commenoed  on  a 
very  modest  scale,  their  business  being  con¬ 
fined  solely  to  books  ordered  by  publishers 
and  booksellers.  Limited  in  means  and  un¬ 
derstanding  fully  the  absolute  necessity  of 
husbanding  tiieir  small  resouroes,  they  per¬ 
formed  the  greater  part  of  the  type-setting 
and  preeswork  with  their  own  hands,  only 
employing  assistance  when  the  business  re¬ 
quired  it.  The  establishment  was  started  in 
1816.  Soon  after  Wesley  and  Fletcher  Har¬ 
per,  younger  brothers,  were  apprenticed  to 
the  firm,  which  was  theu  and  for  some  jears 
after  known  by  the  name  of  J.  &  J.  Harper. 
The  business  prospered  exceedingly,  and  in 
a  short  time  the  proprietors  began  publish¬ 
ing  books  on  their  own  acsount.  In  1822 
Wesley  Harper  was  admitted  to  partnership, 
and  from  thenceforward  the  firm  has  been 
known  as  that  of  Harper  k  Brothers,  which 
has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  largest  publishing 
houses  in  the  world.  Mr.  Harper  at  one  time 
took  an  active  part  in  politics,  and  in  1844 
was  elected  by  the  old  Native  American  par¬ 
ty  Mayor  of  the  city  of  New  York,  but  was 
defeated  for  the  same  position  at  the  eleo- 
tion  held  the  year  follovring,  after  which  he

We  have  studied  it  very 
carefully  and  have  inquired  into  its  opera¬ 
tion,  and  have  become  satisfied  ihni.  Life 
Insurance  is  one  of  the  veiy  beet  forms  of 
investment— either  for  rich  or  poor.  But 
especially  for  one  whose  means  are  BTrni.H, 
and  whose  family,  in  the  event  of  his  death, 
would  be  deprived  of  support,  there  is  no 
other  means  of  providing  for  them  so  cheap, 
so  economical  and  so  safe.  The  habit  of 
laying  by  a  little  every  year  to  pay  the  pre¬ 
mium  cultivates  prudence  and  economy; 
while  the  thought  that,  whatever  may  hap- 
I)en,  one’s  wife  and  children  will  not  be  left 
destitute,  is  one  of  the  most  cheering  reflec¬ 
tions  that  can  sustain  a  man  in  the  straggle 
of  life.  We  should  be  glad  therefore  to  see 
the  practice  of  Life  Insurance  universal.  We 
are  not  at  all  disturbed  at  the  great  number 
of  these  institutions.  On  the  contrary,  we 
should  be  glad  to  see  them  established  in  all 
parts  of  the  country,  and  so  familiarized  to 
the  people  that  no  farmer  would  thinlr  ©f 
going  without  having  his  life  insured,  any 
more  than  without  having  his  house  or  his 
bam  insured  against  fire. 

Every  people,  when  they  settle  a  minister, 
ought  to  insure  his  life  for  the  benefit  of  his 
widow  and  children,  if  he  should  be  taken 
away,  as  well  as  they  insure  the  parsonage 
that  covers  his  head.  Hence  we  rejoice  in 
the  increase  of  these  companies,  vhere  they 
are  provided  with  ample  security.  This  in 
many  cases  is  required  by  law.  Here  in  New 
York  every  company  is  required,  before  it 
can  be  organized,  or  go  into  business,  to  de¬ 
posit  a  hundred  Oiousand  dollars,  so  that, 
while  some  companies  maybe  managed  more 
prudently  than  others,  that  is,  with  fewer  ex¬ 
penses,  we  believe  they  are  all  safe.  The 
same  law,  if  ^e  are  rightly  informed,  prevails 
in  Massachusetts,  so  that  any  company  which 
hails  from  the  old  Bay  State,  or  indeed  from 
any  part  of  New  England,  we  should  expect 
to  find  aa  solid  m  their  granite  hiUe.

The  Next  Assembly. — The  Assembly  so<m 
to  convene  in  this  city,  is  already  a  topic  of 
conversation  among  those  interested  in  our 
Church  afBurs,  and  measures  are  being  taken 
to  provide  suitable  accommodations  for  the 
Commissioners.

Tlie  Census. — The  Census  of  the  United 
States  is  taken  every  ten  years.  Next  year, 
1870,  wfll  therefore  be  the  regular  time 
for  ascertaining  again  the  population,  with 
many  other  important  statistics,  of  our 
country.  There  is  a  general  desire  to  have 
the  returns  as  comiffeie  os  possible,  since 
thmr  value  depends  almost  wholly  on  the  de¬ 
gree  of  their  accuracy.  To  insure  this,  the 
Census  Committee  of  the  House  of  Bepre- 
sentatives  have  brought  in  a  bill,  which, 
while  excellent  in  some  respects,  appears  to 
us  faulty  with  respect  to  the  time  allowed 
to  make  the  returns.  For  obvious  reasons, 
these,  so  far  as  practicable,  ahould  be  gather¬ 
ed  in  a  single  day,  to  prevent  counting  the 
same  persons  a  second  time.  This  might  be 
done  were  the  people  fully  apprised  of  it  be¬ 
forehand,  and  made  to  understand  the  great 
importance  of  the  information  sought  to  be 
obtained ;  and  provided  that  prior  to  the  ap¬ 
pointed  day,  simple  schedules  to  be  filled  up 
were  left  with  every  householder. 

This  is  the  view  taken  of  the  subject  in  a 
recent  petition  to  Congress  by  the  officers  of

An  Episoopal  writer  of  the  Low  Church 
side,  finds  no  text  of  Scripture  to  warrant

kional  institutions  of  the  State,  and  also  to 
make  any  suggestions  in  reference  to  their 
management.  Once  a  year  they  report  to 
the  Governor.

He  has  succeeded 
very  well  in  his  attempt,  making  a  book 
which  will  amuse  even  when  it  fails  to  in¬ 
struct.  The  satire  is  sometimes  quite  broad.

This  volume  of  discourses  is  by  a  Scottish 
olereTman  of  considerable  reputation  in  his 
o^  country,  although  disabled  from  the 
regular  discharge  of  pastoral  duty.  The  toi>- 
ics  are  various,  although  generally  of  a  prac¬ 
tical  character.  They  are  treated  in  a  style 
at  once  clear  and  vigorous,  indicating  a  for¬ 
cible  as  well  as  original  thinker.  Some  of 
the  sermons  are  fitted  to  make  a  deep  impres¬ 
sion,  and  all  are  marked  by  an  earnest  tone 
and  an  evangeliual  spirit.

No  one  from  the  perusal  of  this  book 
would  suppose  that  the  author  was  a  French¬ 
man,  or  that  it  was  written  by  bim  in  the 
English  language.  It  is  oertaiidy  an  able  and 
suggestive  book,  indicating  much  thought 
and  a  great  familiarity  with  the  difficulties  in 
the  acquisition  of  language.  If  the  reader 
does  not  assent  to  all  the  author’s  views,  he 
will  yet  feel  himself  instructed  and  profited. 
The  illustrations  of  the  subject  are  drawn 
from  a  wide  range  of  study,  and  intimate 
acquaintance  with  the  best  writers  in  differ¬ 
ent  languages.  Teachers  especially  will  be 
interested  in  the  work,  and  those  who  are 
proposing  the  acquisition  of  languages  would 
do  well  to  consult  it. 

A  Manual  of  General  History.  By  John 
J.  Anderson,  A.M.  Clark  &  Maynard. 
This  is  an  outline  history  of  the  world  from 
the  earliest  known  dates  to  the  present  times, 
and  is  designed  for  schools  and  academies. 
It  is  of  course  very  concise,  or  it  could  not 
be  compressed  into  400  12mo  pages.  The 
notice  of  American  History  is  the  barest  out¬ 
line.  StiU  the  proper  proportions  of  the 
work  are  in  general  well  observed,  and  the 
most  striking  and  important  facts  are  given. 
As  a  text-book,  it  appears  to  us  well  design¬ 
ed,  and  we  think  it  will  commend  itself  to 
experienced  teachers.  It  is  quite  fully  illus¬ 
trated  by  maps.

Bertie  is  a  young  “  Pilgrim,”  and  amid 
scenes  of  want  and  neglect,  is  a  sincere  fol¬ 
lower  of  Chrid.  His  companions  are  some 
df  them  very  rude — New  York  Arabs — ^yet 
with  redeeming  traits,  especially  in  their 
friendship  for  the  feeble  but  noble  and  pure- 
minded  boy.  The  story  enlists  for  him  pity 
and  admiration,  and  is  calculated  to  nurture 
a  humane  and  Christian  spirit. 


Peg  "Weeson,  a  reputed  witch.  In  the  year 
1746  a  company  of  soldiers  were  enlisted  in 
Gloucester,  as  a  part  of  the  force  destined 
to  operate  against  the  French  fortress  of 
liouisbnrg.  Cape  Breton.  Some  of  these 
men,  before  their  departure,  by  some  means 
so  provoked  old  Peggy’s  wrath  that  she  threat¬ 
ened  vengeance  upon  them.  While  in  camp 
there,  a  crow  was  observed  hovering  over¬ 
head  in  rather  a  singular  manner.  Several 
shots  were  fired  at  the  bird  without  effect, 
when  one  of  them  thought  it  might  be  Peg¬ 
gy,  and  if  so,  he  knew  that  common  lead 
would  have  no  effect  upon  her.  So  he  took 
a  pair  of  silver  sleeve-buttons  from  his 
wrist,  dropped  them  into  his  gun,  and  let 
her  have  it.  'The  charmed  missile  went  di¬ 
rect  to  the  mark,  without  regard  to  correct¬ 
ness  of  aim  or  distance.  The  bird  fell, 
wounded  in  the  leg,  and  was  soon  dispatch¬ 
ed.  They  afterwards  learned  that  at  the  ex¬ 
act  moment  when  the  old  crow  fell,  old  Peg¬ 
gy  fell  in,  or  near  her  house,  on  Back  street, 
with  a  broken  leg.  And  more  wonderful 
still,  on  examination  of  the  fractured  limb, 
the  identical  sleeve-buttons  that  were  fired  at 
the  crow  under  the  walls  of  Louisburg,  were 
foimd  imbedded  in  the  flesh.  Another  ver¬ 
sion  of  this  story  was  to  the  effect  that  a 
siege  train  of  heavy  artillery  was  placed  in 
position,  and  in  readiness  to  open,  when  the 
crow  was  observed  flying  back  and  foith, 
pausing  over  one  gun,  and  then  over  another, 
and  not  a  gun  could  be  “got  off.”  The 
match  was  extinguished,  or  the  powder  would 
flash  in  the  pan,  until  the  bird  was  brought 
down.

American  Imngnage. 

'The  Rev.  F.  Barham  Zincke,  vicar  of 
Uberstead  and  Chaplain  in  Ordinary  to  the 
Queen,  after  passing  the  Winter  of  1867-8  in 
America,  has  published  in  England  a  book 
descriptive  of  his  “tour  of  observation.” 
Mr.  Zincke  gives  the  following  testimony  to 
the  general  culture  of  Americans  as  evinced 
in  their  speech  :  “  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that 
the  English  spoken  in  America  is  not  only 
very  pure,  but  also  is  spoken  with  equal  puri¬ 
ty  by  aU  classes.  This,  in  some  measure,  of 
course,  results  from  the  success  of  their  edu¬ 
cational  efforts,  and  from  the  fact  which  arises 
out  of  it  that  they  are,  almost  to  a  man,  a 
nation  of  readers.  But  not  only  is  it  the  same 
language  without  vulgarisms,  in  the  mouths 
of  all  classes,  but  it  is  the  same  language,  with¬ 
out  any  dialectical  differences,  over  the  whole 
continent.  The  language  in  every  man’s 
mouth  is  that  of  literature  and  of  society ; 
spoken  at  San  Francisco  just  as  it  is  spoken 


bill  is  about  $160,000 — ^they  pay  one  man 
from  fifty-five  to  sixty  thousand  dollars  for 
beef  alone,  and  the  balance  of  the  hundred 
and  fifty  goes  for  mutton,  veal,  pork,  poul¬ 
try,  vegetables,  fish,  etc.

Who  would  think  of  paying 
for  wooden  tooth-picks  when  anyboc^  eon 
whittle  one  with  little  trouble  ?  A  million 
are  used  every  year  in  the  Astor  House,  at 
an  expense  of  something  less  than  a  hundred 
dollars. 

The  bill  for  liquors  for  the  bar-room  is  a 
heavy  one,  but  the  amount  received  from  pa¬ 
trons  is  a  great  deal  more. 

Ab  Ancient  and  Precton*  'Walt. 

The  ancient  synagogue  roll  of  the  law, 
brought  by  Dr.  Martin,  the  distinguished 
Presbyterian  mlssionaiy  of  Pekin,  from  an 
almost  extinct  colony  of  Jews  in  Chin^'  and 
deposited  by  him  in  the  Bible  House,  haa 
been  examined  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Ward  of 
the  Independent.  He  makes  the  following 
notes  concerning  it : 

Old  Hebrew  manuscripts  are  exceedingly 
rare.  Not  one  has  been  discovered  of  an 
older  date  than  the  Masoretic  revision  made 
between  the  fifth  and  the  tenth  century  af¬ 
ter  Christ,  unless  the  present  one  be  an  ex¬ 
ception.  Our  cursory  examination  shows 
that  this  roll  contains  Genesis  and  Exodus 
and  through  Leviticus  xviii.  19.  Up  to 
Gen.  Tviii-  16,  it  is  on  a  newer  but  yet  an¬ 
cient  parchment,  or  rather  on  leather.  A 
single  column,  containing  the  Song  of  Mo¬ 
ses  (Ex.  xiv.  28 — chap,  xvi)  and  aliro  all  af¬ 
ter  Lev.  viii.  5,  are  on  quite  a  modem 
sheepskin.  The  old  parchment  is  quite  yel¬ 
low  -and  stained,  and  the  faint  letters  have 
occasionally  been  retouched  by  a  later  hand. 
The  entire  length  is'  seventy-two  feet,  and 
the  -width  about  twenty-thrM  inches.  Of 
course,  the  first  question  is.  How  old  is  it  ? 
As  far  as  Dr.  Martin  can  judge  from  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  colony,  it  is  at  least  a  thousand 
years  old.  We  see  no  internal  evidence 
against  an  even  greater  age.  It  is  the  ordina¬ 
ry  text  known  smoe  Ezra,  and  a  companson 
of  some  dozens  of  verses,  here  and  tneie  in¬ 
cluding  passages  where  the  Septuagint  va¬ 
ries,  showed  not  a  single  variation  from  the 
Masoretic  text.  We  add  for  the  informa¬ 
tion  of  Hebrew  scholars  that,  being  intended 
for  synagogue  use,  of  course  it  has  no  vow¬ 
els,  accents  or  vets^  divisions  and  no  3fas- 
oretic  notes.  The  very  early  divisions  into 
paragraphs  are  always  observed,  but  no  die-

Mr.  Gladstone’s  bill  “to  put  an  end  to

From  the  annual  report  we  learn  that  up 
to  the  commencement  of  1868,  the  total  an¬ 
nual  expenditure  had  been  £13,000,  but 
that  last  year  it  amounted  to  £56,645.  This 
latter  sum  was  distributed  as  follows  :  For 
churches,  schools,  parsonages,  Ac.,  £18,053, 
and  for  clergy  and  lay  agents,  £12,602,  the 
remainder  bemg  devoted  to  other  purposes. 
The  income  for  last  year  was  £49,60O,  so  that 
the  expenditure  had  exceeded  it  by  upwards 
of  £70^.  Of  fifty  churches  consecrated  in 
London  and  the  suburbs,  between  1863  and 
1867,  twenty-eight  reoeiv^  grants  from  the 
Fund  to  the  extent  of  £28,2^.  Since  the 
latter  year  four  more  churches  had  been  con¬ 
secrate,  and  nine  others  were  in  the  course 
of  erection  ;  and  the  grants  in  these  cases 
amounted  to  £11,800.  Ths  sums  raised  for 
tiie  Fund  down  to  the  close  of  1866  amount¬ 
ed  to  £284,188,  the  whole  of  which  has  been 
expended  with  the  exception  of  £42,652. 

This  may  seem  a  large  sum  to  be  raised 
and  expended  in  a  sin^e  city,  but  it  shows 
the  necessities  of  the  great  centres  of  popu¬ 
lation,  and  suggests  shoold  and  might 
be  done  for  such  a  city  as  New  York,  if  Chm-

noble  in  Ireland,  resulting  in  the  absolute 
disappearance  of  peace  and  loyalty.  The 
Irishmen  who  had  emigrated  to  the  United 
States  and  Australia  were  watching  anxious¬ 
ly  the  result  of  this  great  deliberation.  The 
entire  Fenian  project  was  fed  and  kept  alive 
by  the  sympathy  of  Americans  under  the 
idea  that  England  never  did  justice  to  De- 
lond.  There  were  no  bitterer  foes  to  En^ud 
iu  the  United  States  than  the  Irishmen.  The 
house  was  now  asked  to  do  justice  to  Ire¬ 
land,  not  for  fear  of  foreign  enemies,  bnt  for 
the  sake  of  internal  peace  and  tranquillity.

D  the  Spanish  Constitnent  Cortes  recent¬ 
ly,  Minister  Sagosta  asked  for  power  to 
raise  25,000  recruits,  which  he  said  were  ne¬ 
cessary  to  complete  the  army.  After  a  long 
debate  the  majority  of  the  Cortes  voted  in 
favor  of  granting  the  power  to  the  Ministry, 
bnt  resolutions  were  passed  declaring  that 
in  the  future  military  consoriptions  should  be 
discontinued.  A  demonstration  was  made 
on  Sunday  by  the  people  of  Madrid  against 
conscription.  Another  insurrectionary  at¬ 
tempt  is  reported  in  Andalusia,  and  the  op¬ 
position  to  the  conscription  displayed  at 
Gerc^i  dc  Frontera,  hM  culminate  in  a 
battle  between  the  insurgents  and  r^ular 
troops.  The  engagement,  tiiough  hriei,  was 
very  fierce,  over  100  soldiers  b^g  killed  and 
woimded,  and  the  citizens  suffering  severely 
on  their  part.  The  insorgents  were  defeak 
ed  and  600  taken  prisoners.  Meramon  had 
appeared  at  Fatoma  in  the  mountains  at  the 
head  of  900  Carlists,  and  troops  have  been 
despatched  to  that  neighborhood. 

A  discussion  in  the  Cortes  on  these  ad¬ 
verse  demonstrations  led  to  a  violent  scene, 
the  exa^eration  of  both  parties  rendering 
discussion  impracticable.  The  disturbance 
was  only  allayed,  we  are  told,  by  the  Bepnb- 
pjftdging  themselves  to  submit  to  the 
dacision  of  the  majority  Daring  the  sittings

Tile  AiMrioui  Presbytertoa  Beview.— We 

Wve  been  fiivored  with  the  early  sheets  of 
Hie  April  number  of  this  Review,  and  can  as* 
sure  its  readers  in  advance  that  they  have  a 
noh  treat  ip  store  for  toem.  We  cannot  re- 
flsll  any  siagle  issue  that  contained  so  many 
articles  of  solid  value  ;  or  that  •will  do  more 
to  maintain  the  high  place  tois  Review  has 
sseured  among  the  Theological  Quarterlies 
ei  OUT  country.  The  first  artide  by  Dr.  Ro¬ 
bert  Patterson,  of  Chicago,  on  “  R^ntDie- 
eoveries  in  Geology,”  'wiU  add  to  the  repota- 
tioD  acquired  by  his  late  contributions  to  the 
^rinctton  JBeviete.  Next  is  a  very  able  discus¬ 
sion  of  “  The  Reformed  or  Oalvinistic  Sense,  ” 
by  Profemor  Morris  of  Lane  Seminary.  The 
third  artide  on  Biblioal  Preaching,”  is  by 
one  who  is  recognized  in  all  the  chnrches  as 
amaster  of  the  art  which  he  so  well  describee. 
Prof.  Condit,  of  Anbum  Smninary.  In  it  he 
amphasizee  the  importance  of  a  Biblical  min- 
ktry,  who  shaH  preadi  with  the  unction  of 
toe  Spirit  and  the  Word,  Dr.  Gillett  con- 
tnHmtes  aaotoer  of  his  iniereeting  hiatorinal 
sketches,  having  for  his  subject  “  President 
Wheelock  and  his  Contemporaries,”  with  a 
luge  number  of  letters  never  before  publish¬ 
ed,  embracing  an  acoonnt  of  the  great  revival  . 
of  1740.  This  is  fdiowed  by  an  artide  on 
toe  “Progvess  of  the  Reunion  Movement,” 
by  Dr.  Montfort,  Editor  of  the  Presbyter,  at 
CMwcinnati,  who  thinks  thesigns  of  the  tones 
Twfceate  a  speedy  mioii.  Reviewing  toe 
successive  steps  have  been  taken,  he  ar¬ 
gon  that  altoongh  these  discussions  and 
OTnfereuoeacaiaaed  delay,  they  were  all  neoea- 
aaiy,  and  have  tended  to  bring  about  a  good 
anftontaading  between  the  two  Churches 
and  that  mutual  ooafidenoe  •without  which 
toe  union  was  undesirable.  But  this  being 
now  secured,  he  favora  ita  oooBnmmation  by 
the  coming  General  Aasemldies.  Bdieving 
toat  they  are  competent  to  do  it,  he  snggests 
**  toat  the  onion  be  formed  by  a  oonoorrent 
resolution  of  the  Assemblies  of  1869,  upon 
the  basis  of  our  Common  Standards,  which 
is  toe  Basis  of  Union  in  both  Churches,  rec- 
•gpHzing  tha  independency,  the  equality  and 
toe  authority  of  each  body,  •with  no  other 
bond  of  onion  than  the  common  formula  of 
nbscription,  which  binds  the  office-bearers 
and  Chnroh  courts  of  each  body  to  each  oth¬ 
er,  and  to  their  common  symbols  of  faith 
and  government.” 

The  Sixth  Article,  “The  Incarnation  and 
toe  System  which  stands  upon  it,”  by  Dr. 
Stoiis,  of  Brooklyn,  was  originally  delivered 
as  an  address  before  the  Society  of  Inquiry, 
ef  the  Union  Seminary.  It  is  vuy  eloquent, 
and  many  who  heard  it  with  delight  'will  be 
^ad  to  have  it  in  this  permanent  form.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Bowen  of  Harvard,  has  a  critical  arti¬ 
cle  entitled  “  Mr.  Mill^  and  his  Critics  ”  ; 
wbaoh  is  followed  by  “  An  Old  Side  Plea  for 
Beonion,”  being  a  reprint,  with  annotations, 
«f  a  sermon  by  Rev.  F.  Allison,  D.IX,  before 
toe  Synod  of  Philadelphia,  in  1758. 

Such  a  table  of  contents  as  this,  is  quite  suf¬ 
ficient  to  fnmish  forth  what  in  the  rongh  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  Western  border  would  be  called 
**  a  square  meal  ”  Any  young  minister  who^ 
takes  snch  a  review  into  his  study,  and  doth, 
**  read,  mark,  and  inwardly  digest  ”  such  a' 
^  variety  of  ooutente,  cannot  bnt  feel  (mental- 
ty  “  rich  and  increased  in  goods  ”  for  a  month 
to  oome.

'the  sabbath  school  teachers* 

UBETDiO,  AND  HOW  TO  CONDUCT  IT. 

We  will  suppose  that  the  pastor,  superm- 
teudeot  and  teachers  of  a  particular  Sab- 
badh-sohool,  have  come  to  beheve  that  a 
weekly  teachers’  meeting  is  essential  to  the 
highest  prosperity  of  their  school  The 
first  business  is  esumeet  prayer  for  the  g^d- 
ing  and  sanctifying  influenoefl  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  There  lAonld  be  in  this  connection, 
a  solemn  renewal  of  consecration  to  the  ser- 
vioe  of  Jesus,  in  the  importaut  work  which 
has  been  committed  to  them.  The  Great 
Teacher  should  be  regarded  as  the  model 
instructor,  as  weU  as  the  guide  of  the  life. 

The  leader  is  to  be  chosen  not  because  he 
will  make  a  good  “  figure-head,”  but  because 
he  is  the  best  person  for  the  plaoe.  If  an¬ 
other  than  the  pastor  is  better  fitted  for  the 
leadership,  he  should  most  certainly  be  se- 


%xe  Sabbath  lesson  is  to  be  carefully  pre¬ 
pared  by  each  one,  previous  to  the  meeting, 
and  all  must  consmit  to  be  regarded  as  ac¬ 
tive  members,  ready  to  participate  in  any  ez- 
esdae  appointed  by  the  leader.  A  roll-book 
for  marldng  attendance  is  kept  by  the  lead¬ 
er,  and  if  monthly  reports  are  made  to  the 
school  of  the  attendance  of  pnpils,  it  will  be 
proper  that  similar  reports  be  presented  at 
the  same  time,  of  the  fidelity  of  the  teacher 
in  sustaining  the  teachers*  meeting. 

The  place  of  meeting  is  a  matter  of  im¬ 
portance.  If  yon  have  pleasant  church  par¬ 
lors,  with  ready  aooees  to  blackboard,  maps, 
and  a  reference  library,  this  is  best  A  pleas¬ 
ant,  wdl-lighted,  private  parlor  is  better 
a  large  and  inconvenient  public  room 
of  any  sort. 

Promptness  is  quite  essential  in  opening 
sad  olosittg  the  meeting.  The  teachers 
like  the  Babbath-eohool  mnst  be  con¬ 
ducted  in  aooordanoe  with  a  well  considered 
time-taUe.  The  opening  prayer  should  be 

•  brief  but  tender  and  earnest  plea  for  the 
presence  and  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
If  in  the  school  the  children  rise  at  the 
tap  of  the  bell,  there  should  be  a  similar 
drill  in  the  teachers’  meeting,  so  that  in  ris¬ 
ing,  tnngnng,  or  oonoert  reading,  the  teachers 
may  become  models  for  their  pnpils. 

An  Kftif  hour  may  be  given  to  the  lesson 
•f  the  approaching  Sabbath.  Such  a  review 
is  needful  as  will  rend»'  it  certain  that  all 
the  teachers  have  at  least  a  correct  under¬ 
standing  of  the  text.  That  teacher  evident¬ 
ly  had  not  the  benefit  of  a  good  teachers’ 
meeting,  who  is  reported  to  have  expounded 
Christ’s  entry  into  Jerusalem  as  follows  : 

The  pec^  pnlkd  aS  tiieir  coats  and 
threw  them  in  the  road,  some  of  them  even 
cut  down  branches  of  trees  and  threw  them 


^malL” 

^Wch  blunders  may  not  be  common,  b«t 
ttiere  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the 
teaohers’  meeting  is  needed  to  guard  against 
improper  instruction.  But  this  is  by  no 
means  to  absorb  the  whole  time  and  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  meeting. 

The  theory  and  practice  of  Bible  teaching, 
require  to  be  studied.  This  may  be  done 
by  original  lectures  from  the  leader  and  oth¬ 
ers  ;  by  the  preparation  and  reading  of  ab¬ 
stracts  of  published  addresses,  or  works  in 
the  various  departments  of  the  Sabbath- 
school  work ;  and  by  recitations  from  some 
approved  author.  All  this  is  to  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  practical  teaching,  by  the  different 
members  of  the  class  in  turn.  The  meeting 
mujrt  become  a  training  class,  by  the  actual 
flobig  of  the  things  that  the  judgment  de¬ 
clares  ought  to  be  done.  With  reference  to 
this  matter  of  practice  and  drill  we  cannot 
speak  more  wisely  than  has  David  Stow, 
of  Scotland,  in  a  Uttle  book  of  his  up¬ 
on  “Bible  training.”  He  says:  Precept 
may  be  received  by  a  leotow,  a  speech,  or 
the  reading  of  a  book.  Example  may  ^ 
had  by  th«  exhibition  of  a  model  lesson,  by 
sn  experienced  master.  Example  is  more 
powerful  than  precept,  it  is  true,  but  a  mod- 
d  lesson  alone  is  not  training,  althongb 
more  influential  than  listening  to  a  lecture 
m  reading  an  eaaay. 

“  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  once  said,  *  all  the 
lecturing  in  the  world  will  never  enable  a 
msai  to  make  a  dioe.’  It  ia  always  good  to 
see  what  can  and  riioqld  be  done ;  bnt  with¬ 
out  doin§  or  trainin^f  by  the  younger  teach- 
cn,  tmder  a  soaster,  we  might  as  well  hope 
Issm  hpnwn  wrbip  bjf  at  ahotse- 


rsoe — writing,  by  looking  at  the  process  of  a 
yntmox  of  penmanship — sewing  and  shill¬ 
ing,  by  observing  a  milliner  in  full  operation 
•—or  to  jeam  elocution,  by  listening  to  a 
speech  or  sermon.  It  is  not  enough  that  we 
h^  and  see,  we  m'lst,  in  order  to  learn, 
cdso  do." 

There  may  be  weekly  practice  in  repro¬ 
ducing  some  Scriptnre  narrative  in  the  fa¬ 
miliar  language  of  every  day  life,  or  in  trans¬ 
lating  the  concrete  language  of  a  lesson  into 
the  form  of  abstract  teaching,  or  a  doctrinal 
statement  into  a  concrete  form. 

If  an  hour  and  a  half  be  devoted  to  the 
teachers’  meeting,  much  of  this  training 
work  can  be  done  at  each  session.  When 
this  is  impracticable,  something  may  be  ac- 
compliahed  by  devoting  one  evening  in  the 
month,  to  special  culture  in  this  department. 
If  as  in  some  Sabbath-schools,  the  last  Sab- 
liath  of  each  month  is  made  a  review  Sab¬ 
bath,  it  will  be  easy  to  set  apart  the  teachers’ 
meeting  of  the  previous  week,  to  the  gener- 
{J  exercises  of  a  normal  class. 

The  following  brief  ontline  of  a  series  of 
appropriate  exeroises  for  a  normal  class,  will 
make  it  manifest  that  there  need  be  no  fear 
of  exhausting  materials  or  topics. 

PBOOBAHUE  FOB  BOBBIAli  CLASS. 

1.  Introductory  lecture  by  tixe  leader,  up¬ 
on  the  importance  of  teacher  training. 

2.  Lecture  by  the  leader  or  other  person, 
upon  the  preparation  of  a  lesson. 

8.  Practioe  exercise.  A  parable,  tangle 
by  one  of  the  class,  with  the  other  teachers 
for  scholars.  Time,  forty  minutes.  Follow¬ 
ed  by  questions  aud  friendly  criticisms. 

4.  Practice  exercise.  Drawing  outline  map 
of  Palestine,  aud  locating  the  more  impor¬ 
tant  points  of  interest,  with  sketches  of  their 
history. 

5.  Analysis  of,  or  recitation  from,  Fitch’s 
lecture  on  the  “Art  of  Questioning.” 

6.  Lecture.  Subject  —  Prerequisites  for 
good  teaching. 

,  7.  Practice  exercise.  A  miracle  taught  by 
one  of  the  class,  with  use  of  the  blackboard 
for  forty  minutes,  with  criticism. 

8.  Becitatieu  in  Biblical  Geography. 

9.  Lecture  on  the  history  aud  authority  of 
the  English  Bible. 

10.  Becitation  from  Groser  on  the  “Art 
of  niustration.” 

11.  Practice  exercise.  An  Old  Testament 
biography,  taught  by  one  of  the  class. 

12.  Lecture.  Subject — Methods  of  teach¬ 
ing. 

This  programme  can  be  varied  and  extend¬ 
ed  indefinitely.  The  parts  to  be  performed 
by  the  class,  shotdd  be  as.signed  to  the  imr- 
ticular  individuals  a  sufficiently  long  time 
beforehand  to  give  ample  opportunity  for 
carefnl  preparation. 

If  any  have  small  abilities,  let  them  use 
what  they  have,  so  as  to  be  sure  to  obtain 
more.  Pastor. 

ABOUT  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  BOOKS. 

Your  correspondent  of  March  18th,  who 
writes  with  regard  to  the  offer  by  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Publication  Committee  of  prizes 
for  books  for  the  Sunday-school,  is  a  man 
of  observation  and  sense.  His  exhortation 
to  onr  Ck>mmittee  is  good  and  wise,  and 
well  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  parents, 
teachers  and  publishers  :  it  will  be  seconded 
heartily  by  the  Committee.  Our  popular 
juvenile  literatni’e  can  stand  a  good  deal  of 
looking  after  without  harm  to  the  public. 
Indeed  this  whole  subject,  in  its  relations 
to  onr  Snnday-echools,  calls  for  not  only 
thought  but  for  action  also.  Whilst  we  tru¬ 
ly  want,  as  your  correspondent  says,  “a 
sturdy  literature  for  our  children,  that  shall 
not  only  please  bnt  elevate  and  strengthen 
them,”  they  are  being  copiously  fed  on  the 
thinnest  mental  pabulum,  plentifully  spiced 
with  sensational  cayenne,  but  with  only  the 
faintest  trace  of  sound  instruction. 

'Those  who  groan  under  this  state  of  things 
may  be  assured  that  they  have  the  sympathy 
of  the  Assembly’s  Publication  Committee, 
they  certainly  have  that  of  its  Secretary, 
who,  not  only  as  Simday-school  superinten¬ 
dent,  bnt  as  editor,  publisher,  and  reader 
(by  necessity)  of  books,  of  magazines,  of 
papers  innumerable,  sent  out  for  the  edifica¬ 
tion  of  teachers  and  scholars,  has  painfnl 
reasons  for  knowing  the  breadth,  if  not 
depth  of  the  flood  that  deluges  us,  and  for 
feeling  the  greatness  of  the  errors  commit¬ 
ted  in  the  choice  of  reading  for  the  young. 
But  to  see  an  evil  is  one  thing ;  to  remedy 
it  is  another.  To  scold  is  easy.  To  remove 
the  difficulty  it  must  be  understood,  and  the 
remedy  applied  where  it  will  touch  the  cause. 

To  go  into  this  matter  fully  in  a  news¬ 
paper  article  is  out  of  the  question,  but  it 
may  be  suggested  that  there  are  several  par¬ 
ties  among  whom  the  blame  of  the  present 
position  of  affairs  miist  be  distributed,  and 
whose  habits  need  t«)  l)e  reformed.  First 
we  have  the  authors,  then  the  pubHahers, 
then  the  booksellers,  then  the  purchasers — 
parents,  teachers,  librarians — and  finally  the 
children.  Permeating  all  these,  like  an  at¬ 
mosphere,  is  the  taste  and  spirit  of  the  day. 

In  a  word,  how  does  it  work  ?  The  author 
writes  such  books  as  he  supposes  the  pub¬ 
lisher  will  accept  and  pay  for  ;  the  publisher 
(ordinarily)  accepts  and  issues  such  books  as 
the  bookseller  will  take  from  him  readily;  if 
he  cannot  sell  a  book  be  will  not  publish  it ; 
is  that  very  strange  ?  the  retailer  will  bay 
the  books  that  his  customers  will  take  from 
bis  shelves  ;  he  does  not  want  “  permanent 
documents  ”  no  matter  how  sonnd  they  may 
be.  And  now  what  is  it  that  his  Sunday- 
school  customers  buy?  Here  come  the  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  to  select  books  ?  What, 
nine  eases  out  of  ten,  is  the  standard  to 
which  the  books  are  bought  ?  “  Here  is  the 
Life  of  Henry  Martin.”  “Yes,  good  no 
doubt,  bnt  onr  boys  won’t  read  memoirs,” 
says  M.  A. 

“  Well,  here  is  Znlu-land,  a  capital  book, 
interesting  and  instructive.  ”  “  No,  my  girls 
don’t  like  missionary  books,”  aajrs  Mrs.  B. 

Then  here  is  “The  Hurdy-Gurdy  man.” 
“Ah,  that  mnst  be  interesting,  and  those  are 
first-rate  pictoxes  too.  We  will  take  that, 
the  children  will  like  it,”  cty  the  committee, 


“  Our  Boholars  want  real  liT®  ^ks,  and 
there  is  no  use  giring  them  anyf^g  else ; 
they  won’t  take  them  home.” 

Here  we  are  at  the  base  of  the  pyramid. 
The  children  control  the  teaoheai  in  the 
choice  of  books,  the  teachers  the  retailers, 
tiie  retailers  the  publishers,  and  the  publish¬ 
ers  the  authors,  TAe  childrtn  cart  not  guid¬ 
ed,  they  guide  ! 

We  have  tried  to  humbug  the  children  in¬ 
to  reading  instructive  books,  bnt  only  with 
partial  snocesa.  Thus  onr  work  on  Fiji  was 
called  “The  CannibM  Islands”  and  we  put  in¬ 
to  it  fourteen  pictures.  That  certainly  ought 
to  make  it  go,  But  what  was  our  chagrin, 
after  the  invention  of  this  ceptivating  title, 
at  being  told  by  the  priuoipal  seller  of  Sun¬ 
day-school  books  in  one  of  the  capitals  of 
Connectient,  that  he  would  like  to  return  the 
Cannibal  Islands,  as  their  schools  would  not 
buy  “  missionary  books.”  If  this  is  true  in 
Connectient,  what  shall  we  expect  elsewhere? 
And  if  the  taste  of  young  r^ers  who  are 
fed  on  sensational  romances  from  the  nur¬ 
sery  upward  is  to  control  the  selection  of 
books  for  Snnday-sohocd  libranes,  wlmt  hope 
is  there  for  that  “sturdy  literature”  for 
which  your  correspondent  aud  so  many  of  | 
us  are  sighing  ?  This  afternoon  I  saw  a  set  of 
Oliver  Optic’s  books  bought  for  a  Presbyte¬ 
rian  Sunday-school.  What  chance  will  a 
book  of  instructive  tliougbt  stand  when 
brought  into  comparison  with  Ohver  Optic  ? 

Without  pretending  to  disenss  this  large 
matter,  let  me  indicate  the  two  points  where 
influence  may  be  exerted  :  first,  on  publisli- 
ers.  Let  our  publishers,  and  especially  our 
religious  organizations,  be  encouraged  and 
stimulated  to  use  their  influence  for  the  issue 
and  sale  of  books  at  once  interesting,  fresh, 
and  valuable.  For  one,  onr  Presbyterian 
Publication  Committee  is  earnestly  desirous 
of  receiving  just  such  l>ooks  for  publication. 

Second.  Let  those  who  control  the  pur 
chose  of  books  for  the  young,  parents,  teaoh 
ers,  superintendents  aud  librarians,  throw 
their  influence  against  the  merely  interest¬ 
ing  aud  in  favor  of  the  instructive  and  spirit¬ 
ual.  Here  is  the  great  power.  Purchasers 
control  and  guide  the  market.  Just  so  long 
as  our  schools  buy  exciting,  sensational  tales 
for  their  scholars,  so  long  will  publishers  be 
found  most  happy  to  fnmisb  them.  And 
whilst  the  vast  majority  of  purchasers  reject 
solid  books,  it  will  be  hard  to  get  them  pub¬ 
lished.  In  plain  English,  it  don't  pay.  Let 
ns  give  our  influence  to  making  it  the  inter¬ 
est  of  publishers  to  publish  books  of  posi¬ 
tive  worth.  But  enough  for  the  present, 
from  yours  truly,  John  W.  Dcules. 

LETTER  FROM  RET.  MR.  CHIDLAW. 

A  Growing  Chnrek — Bemarkabla  Work  of  Gram 

— Sunday-School  Missionary  in  Seymour,  Ind. 

CmoiNNATi,  Ohio,  March  24, 1869, 

The  new  Presbyterian  church  on  Mount 
Auburn,  near  this  city,  now  numbers  nearly 
one  hundred  members,  aud  a  Sabbath-school 
of  three  hundred  and  fifty  scholars.  One- 
ihird  ol  tUe  members  of  the  church  are  ear¬ 
nest  workers  in  the  Sunday-aohool  field. 
Though  this  beautiful  suburb  is  largely  pop¬ 
ulated  by  wealthy  families,  a  numerous  ele¬ 
ment  of  the  population  is  made  up  of  gar¬ 
deners  and  laborers,  for  whose  spiritual  wel¬ 
fare  this  church  has  a  willing  mind  and  a 
strong  arm  to  labor.  The  Dorcas  Society, 
numbering  over  twenty  ladies,  meets  every 
Saturday  afternoon  to  instmot  in  sewing  and 
knitting  some  twenty-five  poor  girls,  at  the 
same  time  to  affesrd  them  religions  instras- 
tion,  and  encouragement  to  lead  a  religious 
life.  One  of  this  number,  a  bright  girl  of 
twelve,  whose  religious  iustmetion  had  been 
sadly  neglected,  after  hearing  of  Christ  and 
the  way  of  salvation,  inquired  of  one  of  the 
ladies  “  Who  is  Jesus  Christ,  and  how  shall 
I  know  more  about  Him  ?”  She  was  more 
fully  instructed  in  the  things  of  the  king¬ 
dom,  and  the  kind  lady  presented  the  honest 
inquirer  with  a  Bible.  Next  week  the  church 
expects  to  give  an  unanimous  call  to  a  pas¬ 
tor,  who  will  find  a  wide  field  and  great  en¬ 
couragement  to  labor  in  building  up  a  large 
aud  influential  church. 

Last  week,  in  a  Sunday-school  missionary 
town  in  Jackson  connty,  Ind.,  I  heard  of  a 
remarkable  revival  of  religion  in  the  south¬ 
ern  part  of  the  oonnty. 

Rev.  W.  Thompson,  pastor  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  church  at  Scipio,  having  a  few  families 
of  his  congregation  residing  in  a  neighbor¬ 
hood  five  miles  in  the  country,  held  a  pro¬ 
tracted  meeting  in  a  school-house,  and  sev¬ 
enty-eight  sonls  were  hopefully  converted, 
and  a  church  organized.  The  people  had  a 
heart  to  work,  and  steps  have  been  taken  to 
build  a  meeting-house,  costing  32500.  One 
of  the  converts  subscribed  one-fifth  of  the 
amount.  A  Sunday-school  is  to  be  estab¬ 
lished,  which  will  give  employment  for  many 
of  these  new  members  of  the  household  of 
faith,  and  extend  the  influence  of  the  Gospel 
into  surrounding  neighborhoods. 

We  spent  a  Sabbath  at  Seymour,  address¬ 
ed  two  Sunday-schools,  and  preached  in 
three  churches.  The  terrible  tragedy  enact¬ 
ed  in  its  vicinity — the  hanging  of  nine  des- 
i)eradoes  by  mob  violence,  has  been  a  dread¬ 
ful  remedy  to  lawlessness  and  crime.  Peace 
and  order  now  reign  in  Seymour,  and  the 
people  have  perfect  security,  what  they  have 
not  enjoyed  for  years  before.  The  Ameri¬ 
can  Sunday-school  Union  has  just  employed 
an  experienced  and  earnest  missionary  to 
labor  in  this  and  the  adjoining  counties — a 
wide  and  long-neglected  field.  Last  week 
he  explored  eight  districts  where  Sabbath- 
schools  are  needed,  and  can  be  established 
and  sustained.  This  arm  of  the  Christian 
service  in  the  advancement  of  Home  Evan¬ 
gelization  is  well  adapted  to  cany  the  Gos¬ 
pel  of  Jesus  Christ  into  these  outlying  and 
destitute  regions,  and  well  deserves  the  pray¬ 
ers  and  sympathy  of  all  who  love  the  ingather 
ing  of  our  neglected  youth  into  the  Sabbath- 
school  fold  and  their  religious  instruction.

A  FURTHER  WORD  ON  OUABTETTI 
CHOIRS. 

Allow  me,  Messrs.  Editors,  a  single  word 
of  exi^anation  in  reference  to  a  hint  given 
editorially,  in  a  late  number  of  Tmb  Etahob- 
UST.  The  reason  why  I  have  not  spoken 
more  definitely  as  to  the  propriety  or  impro¬ 
priety  of  maintaining  quartette  wiiigiTig  in 
public  exercises  of  praise,  is  that  while  the 
true  spirit  of  praise  is  ever  all  essential  the 
precise  methods  of  it  are  not  so  obviously 
important  as  properly  to  be  made  the  ohiM 
topics  of  discussion. 

Congregations  that  purpose  to  do  their 
duty,  and  enjoy  the  privileges  of  singing, 
may  under  favorable  dremnstances  be  led 
l?y  an  individnal,  by  a  quartette  or  volunteer 
choir,  and  still  retain  their  spiritnality  in  the 
exercises.  All  this  I  have  often  seen,  and 
cannot  doubt  the  soundness  of  the  position. 

On  the  other  hand  if  congregations,  in 
neglect  of  all  normal  enlture,  persist  in  re¬ 
maining  mere  auditors  of  fine  music  of  any 
sort,  instrumental  or  vocal,  especially  while 
the  language  of  the  hymns  is  so  abused  and 
practically  ignored,  as  is  often  witnessed  in 
our  assemblies,  bow  is  it  possible  for  me  not 
to  recognize  the  strong  symptoms  of  formal- 
ism  and  spiritual  barrenness  in  the  service  of 
song.  I  will  go  a  step  farther,  and  ask 
whether  even  the  decent  formalities  of  praise 
are  complied  with  when  the  language  we  are 
using  is  neither  distinctly  uttered  nor  sen¬ 
timentally  expressed  ;  or  when  it  is  deaden¬ 
ed  and  annihilated  by  loud  or  careless  in- 
I  strumentation  ?  There  certainly  can  be  but 
one  answer  to  such  an  inquiry.  All  this  may 
be  unnoticed  or  disregarded.  Taste  may  be 
gratified,  and  imagination  be  kindled.  Bnt 
the  heart,  the  active,  personal  worship  of  the 
heart,  will  not  this  be  wanting  ?  Or  will 
mere  histrioniim  pass  for  real  worship  in 
song  ? 

I  allow  myself  to  speak  strongly  on  this 
subject,  because  I  deeply  feel  that  the  times 
demand  it  of  me.  1  utter  not  the  mere  mnr- 
murings  of  an  aged  man  who  has  outlived 
his  generation.  I  look  not  backward.  My 
fye  is  upon  the  futui-e.  I  know  that  the 
thurches  will  have  to  arouse  themselves,  or 
Ve  led  into  serions,  not  to  say  inextricable 
lifficnlties.  Seeing  such  things,  I  must 
|>eak  out,  or  be  guilty  of  unfaithfulness  to  a 
eanse  which  it  has  been  my  life-work  to  pro- 
aote  and  defend. 

When  shall  we  see  whole  congregations 
aell  tuned,  habitually  breaking  forth  heart 
sad  voice,  in  the  full,  distinct,  impressive 
titerauces  of  holy  song  ?  The  time  will  yet 
come,  and  the  contrast  will  be  wonderful 
The  heaven  wide  distinction  between  real 
and  personated  devotion,  will  then  be  uu 
dastood.

The 
present  year  from  its  begfinning  has  been  full 
of  enjoyment  to  both  pastor  and  flock.  My 
people,  though  far  from  rich,  delight  in  de¬ 
vising  liberal  things, — they  have  never  for¬ 
gotten  the  wants  of  their  minister.  'The 
second  week  in  January  they  came  to  the 
parsonage,  and  after  a  very  pleasant  visit  left 
me  the  richer  by  3150,  to  which  they  shortly 
jafter  added  a  generous  wood  pile  (fitted  for 
my  stoves)  of  thirty  or  forty  cords. 

But  while  thinking  of  temporal  blessings 
we  would  not  forget  what  God  has  done  for 
:nsinbetterthii^  With  the  beginning  of  the 
iyear  we  observed  the  week  of  prayer  with 
marked  indications  of  God’s  presence.  At  its 
dose  we  felt  that  it  wonld  be  wrong  to  dis¬ 
continue  this  means  of  grace.  During  the 
second  week  the  Rev.  Mr.  Griffin  of  Canada 
providentially  came  among  ns  and  remained 
about  three  weeks;  our  daily  meetings  con¬ 
tinued  in  all  about  five  weeks,  and  as  a  whole 
the  revival  was  remarkable.  There  was  no 
excitement,  no  outburst  of  feeling,  bnt  a 
marked  solemnity  from  the  first ;  no  one 
seems  disposed  to  doubt  the  genuineness  of 
the  work.  There  have  been  thirty-one  addi¬ 
tions  to  onr  church,  twenfy-six  upon  profes¬ 
sion  (there  will  be  more  at  our  next  com¬ 
munion),  and  what  is  very  remarkable,  of  this 
number  twenty-four  are  beads  of  families, 
aud  fourteen  of  them  men.  Last  Sabbath 
week  was  a  most  delightful  day  to  us,  one  I 
trust  long  to  be  remembered.  j.  h.  p. 

The  Newark  (N.  J.)  Presbyterian  City  Mis¬ 
sion  Sodety  hdd  their  annual  meeting  in  the 
lecture  room  of  the  First  Presbyterian  church, 
James  B.  Pinneo  presiding.

Tbs  inflnanee  of  Christian  ideas  is  seen  ve¬ 
ry  strikingly  m  the  mowsment  for  a  reform 
in  Hindoo  usages  and  beliefs  whidh  it  has 
oiiguated.  At -the  recent  umiversary  in 
Calcutta  of  Vke  Brahma  Somaj,  a  society  of 
educated  Hindoos,  who  without  recc^nixuifl 
salvation'  by  Ohrist  alone,  have  lenonncod 
idolatry,  and  are  endeavoring  to  break  down 
the  bcmers  of  sect,  caste,  and  race,  the 
foundation-stone  of  a  new  place  of  worship 
was  laid,  a  great  crowd  of  spectators  being 
presani  ^e  laader,  after  a  consecrating 
pnyac,  said.  “  We  have  assembled  here  to 
kty  the  foundation  of  a  building  in  vdiich 
the  one  true  and  kalyOed  will  be  worshipped 
in  epirit  and  in  truth.  We  place  our  forvent 
faith  in  him,  and  we  pray  that  he  may  re- 
Teid  hk  mfiiiite  prasenoe  in  this  house  of 
'worship,  and  save  from  sin  and  sorrow  the 
wools  oil  those  who  come  to  worship  here.” 
He  also  said :  “Are  you  not  imjiatient  to 
wave  yonrselves  and  your  families  from  the 
wane  of  moral  and  social  evils  ?  Are  yon 
not  impatient  to  abolish  early  marriages  and 
!  polygamy  ;  to  promote  widow  remarria^  and 
mteraarriage  ;  to  reform  vonr  domestic  and 
social  economy  ?  And,  above  all,  are  you 
not  impatient  to  obtain  purity  of  heart  and 
sj^tnal  pesm  ?  .  .  .  Come,  then,  brethren, 
let  us  all  unite  to  worship  the  one  true  God, 
and  ahiore  idolatry.  Pray  unto  him  daily  ; 
.  imh  iiwoerity  and  humility,  and  the  fiv- 

iug  God  will  Mess  you.  ”

The  great  change  that  has  taken  place  in 
the  Island  of  Madagascar  where  Christians 
suffered  martyrdom  but  a  few  years  since,  is 
marked  by  several  circumstances  at  the  cor¬ 
onation  of  the  new  q^ueen.  She  had  a  oopy 
of  the  Bible  at  her  side,  and  on  the  canopy 
over  her  throne  was  inscribed  in  gilt  letters : 
“Glmy  to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on 
earth  peace,  good  will  toward  men.”  In 
her  coronation  speech  the  queen  said  :  “  As 
to  praying  there  is  neither  compulsion  nor 
preventing,  for  God  made  you.”  The  gov¬ 
ernment  requires  the  sacred  observance  of 
the  Sabbath,  and  the  seven  large  churches 
and  the  two  smaller  ones  of  the  capital  are 
said  to  be  thronged.  The  church  members 
number  5,500.  At  one  place,  which  a  little 
more  than  a  year  since  'was  full  of  opposi- 1 
tion,  two  native  Christians  have  bnilt  a  place 
of  worship,  and  -written  to  a  missionary  to 
come  to  their  aiA 

The  Bomish  style  of  condneting  missions 
is  illustrated  by  an  account  given  by  Father 
Jouen,  head  of  the  Boman  Catholic  mis¬ 
sion,  in  the  Annals  of  the  Propagation  of  the 
FaUk,  of  the  death  of  the  late  Pagan  Queen, 
who  was  made  a  Christian  without  her  know¬ 
ing  it : 

“  Then  it  was  that  in  her  extremity,  AL  La- 
borde  approached  tlie  royal  patient,  who  had 
recovered  her  full  eoncioosness,  and  suggest¬ 
ed  to  her  some  pious  considerations,  suitable 
to  the  great  act  that  was  about  to  be  accom¬ 
plished.  She  answered  by  raising  her  eyes 
and  her  arms  to  heaven.  And  then,  as  if  he  I 
were  about  to  magnetize  her,  he  called  for  a 
vessel  of  water,  dipped  his  hands  in  it,  and 
-washed  Basoherina’s  forehead  while  pro- 
nonneing  the  sacramental  words.  None  of 
those  present  had  the  lea.st  suspicion  that 
this  pious  stratagem  was  made  ase  of  to  re¬ 
generate  a  souL  Thus  was  baptized  the 
sovereign  of  Madagascar,  on  Friday,  the  27th 
March,  1868,  at  five  o’clock  in  the  morning, 
by  virtue  of  the  precious  blood,  the  feast  of 
which  is  celebrated  on  that  day.  Three  days 
later,  on  Monday,  the  1st  of  April,  at  eleven 
o’doi^  at  night,  she  went  to  heaven,  as  we 
ookfidently  trust,  to  exchange  her  title  of 
queen  for  that  of  patroness  of  the  great 
African  island,  a  patroness  all  the  more  ztHil- 
ons  for  the  conversion  of  her  people,  as  no 
one  knew  better  than  she  did  the  extent  of 
their  miseries  and  the  depth  of  the  darkness 
in  which  they  are  plunged  Glory  be  to  God 
for  all  this  !  and  may  me  noble-hearted  man 
who  so  foithfnlly  carried  out  the  designs  of 
divine  mercy  be  held  in  grateful  remem¬ 
brance.  ”

The  Cuban  straggle  coutmae.s  without 
marked  advantages  or  results  on  either  side, 
though  we  have  it  from  Havana  that  in 
the  Cienfuegos  district  the  Government 
troops  have  completely  surrounded  the 
'  rebel  forces  under  Genei-al  Ballon ;  and 
also  that  President  Baez,  of  St.  Domingo, 
has  refused  to  allow  the  organization  of 
expeditions  in  aid  of  the  Cubans.  That 
the  Spani^  authorities  are  endeavoring  to 
make  haste  with  their  work  of  conquering  a 
peace  before  the  hot  weather  and  yellow  fe¬ 
ver  begin  to  tell  upon  their  unaoclimated 
troops,  is  quite  evident.  Meantime,  the 
-poliey  of  the  insurgents  is  to  averid  a  decisive 
encounter,  even  had  they  force  enough  to 
risk  a  battle,  which  we  presume  they  have 
not. 

Captain  General  Duloe  proclaimed  his  in¬ 
tentions  to  treat  as  piratical  all  fillibnstering 
expeditions  which  may  fall  into  his  hands, 
and  the  words  were  scarcely  uttered  before 
an  opportunity  offere<l — providing  he  can 
overtake  the  culprits.  ^e  statement  is 
that  some  Cnban  pa.ssengers  successfully 
mutiuied  on  the  packet  steamer  between 
Hav&na  and  Cardenas  last  week,  and  carried 
the  i^p,  it  is  supposed,  to  Nassau.  A 
Spani^  mau-<^-war  naa  gone  in  pursuit. 

Advices  from  Port-au-Prince  to  the  18th 
iMt,  represent  Salnove  as  in  a  precarious 
situation,  owing  to  the  state  of  his  finances. 
The  na-vy  had  not  received  any  pay  for  three 
months,  and  there  ■was  a  murmuring  feeling 
at  the  capital  against  Salnave.  Gold  was 
270|»emium. 

The  Spanish  war  steamer  Warrior  has  cap¬ 
tured  the  British  vessel  Davis,  on  her 
way  to  Nassau,  and  has  stepped  and  searched 
the  schooner  Britannia.  An  important  bat- 
tie,  reported  a  few  days  ago,  is  now  said  to 
have  been  only  a  skirmish.  A  battle  is  re¬ 
ported  to  have  oocorred  in  Trinidad. 

Senor  Lemns,  tiie  representative  of  the 
Gnlmn  insurgents,  is  still  in  Wa^ingtou. 
He  is  very  san^ine  of  the  ability  of  the  in¬ 
surgents  to  hold  the  Island  against  Spain. 
He  expeote  that  action  will  be  t^eu  on 
Banks’  joint  resolution  some  time  during 
this  week.  This  <l‘-olare8  the  sympathy  of 
the  pecq>le  of  tlie  United  States  with  the 
people  of  Cuba  in  their  patriotic  efforts  to 
secure  their  indei>endence,  aud  to  establish 
a  republican  form  of  government,  and  guar¬ 
antees  the  personal  liberty  and  the  equal 
pohtioal  rights  of  all  the  people  ;  and  that 
Congress  give  its  constitutional  support 
to  the  IVesident  of  the  United  States  when¬ 
ever  he  may  deem  it  expedient  to  recognize 
the  independence  and  sovereignty  of  such 
repubhean  government. 

Now  we  are  in  trouble.  The  Danish  au¬ 
thorities  of  St.  Thomas  have  banished  Dr. 
BetrMc&s,  of  Mayagues,  who  was  suspected 
of  being  engaged  in  organizing  an  expedition 
against  the  Spauish  colonies.  Passports 
were  sent  to  tlie  doctor,  but  he  refused  to 
leave  the  island,  assuming  that  the  action  of 
the  authorities  was  ^^VgaT  He  claimed  bin 
right  to  remain  on  the  ground  that  he  was  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  in  thk  he 
seams  to  have  been  supported  by  the 
American  Consul,  who  had  protested  against 
the  doctor’s  banishment. 

Foreign. 

In  the  Spanish  Cortes  a  proposition  to 
disqualify  c^ce-holders  from  sitting  as  rep¬ 
resentatives  ia  the  Assembly  was  adopted, 
though  strongly  opposed  by  the  Gfovemment. 
A  ptooession  of  women  marched  through 
tile  streets  of  Aladrid  on  Monday,  22d,  and 
presented  a  petition  against  conscriptions. 

The  new  Spanish  constitution,  wmch  has 
been  reported  to  the  Cortes,  is  a  aingalar 
production,  providing  for  an  elective  king  to 
reign  eight^n  years,  a  Senate  whose  term 
of  service  is  thirteen  years,  -with  a  House  of  \ 
Commons  to  serre  tiiree  years.  A  major¬ 
ity  of  the  committee  who  report  the  con¬ 
stitution,  favor  the  separation  of  Chnroh  and 
State,  but  the  minority  wont  the  Catholic 
relimon  retained  as  the  religion  of  the  State, 
with  toleration  for  other  creeds.  The  oon- 
stitation  guarantees  the  liberty  of  the  press 
and  the  i^ht  to  hold  pnblic  meetings. 

The  Chinese  Embassy  will  soon  leave 
Paris  to  go  to  Beilin,  St  Petersburg,  Stoak- 
holm,  Italy,  and  Spain.  They  are  expected 
to  be  away  about  one  year. 

Amicable  relations  between  Greece  and 
Tarkey  have  been  refttablished,  and  the 
Tnrtriab  TTtivny  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary 
has  been  rsoflived  at  Athens.
